THERE SEEMS to be a 
widespread feeling, I say to Aluf 
Yoshayahu Gavish, that the pre- 
sent position of no-war, no-peace 
is fast becoming unendurable for 
all parties involved in the Middle 
East, and that something has to 
change. 

“It's not so much a question of 
the position being impossible — it 
is amazing what is possible — but 
that it is undesirable,"' replies 
Gavish.

The problem that has to be fac- 
ed is the extent of the Arabs’ 
power to damage private businesa 
interests In other people's coun- 
tries.

Men have 
always tended to overestimate 
parvenu autarchies. Hitler used to 
be compared with God. (It was a 
joke, but one that evoked no 
laughter.) 

Arab power likewise seems im- 
mense. All that money pouring 
into their laps — it is hypnotic. 
Business firms, agog for more 
ordera, think no further than they 
have to. They fall casily to the 
blandishments of the sheikh, who 
waves tantalizing dollar bills 
before their noses. 


BUT THE SHEIKH'S position is 
not so mighty that he can order 
the industrialized world around 
like servants. [t fa necessary to 
place developments ἔπ their 
proper perspective. The Arabs 


_have a closed shop in oi]; they will 


not have It forever. Normalizing 
forces are already at work. Presi- 
dent Ford has doubled the tariff 
on oi! imports, and removed the 


‘price cejling on local substitutes.

would eventually (to quote the 
“Economist'' again) make the 
goose that lays the golden eggs 
(the petro-dollars) ‘too sickly to 
go on laying." 

The moncy that is pouring in at 
present is not going to transform 
the Arab countries overnight, Ac- 
cording to that same 
"Economist" in an excellent 90- 
page survey of the Middle East oil 
problem: “A large part of Its 
(Saudi Arabia's} population stil] 
lives in a mental world far remov- 
ed from the industrial era; its 
educational system has hardly 
begun to function; its potential 
middle class is tiny; and it is a 
country where a small group of 
senior administrators presides 
over a bureaucracy lethargic 
even by Gulf standarda." 

In a word, the Mideast coun- 
tries depend too much on the West 


to antagonize it by hectoring tac-- 


tics. They are walking on the edge 
of a precipice as it is. The moat ad- 
vanced States in the world do not 
like to be held at ransom by desert 
chieftains playing monopoly. 
They do not relish watching their 
industrles, hotels, banks and real 
estaie being bought up with the 
money that was extorted from 
their own pockets by the most im- 
pudent economic cartel in history. 

A flood. of legislative 
proposais is before the U.S. 
Congress not only to halt Arab dis- 
crimination, but to leash 
"foreign" investments (that Is, In- 
vestment by the Gulf powers) in 
America. Senator Harrison 
Williams tabled a bill to prevent 
the acquisition of more than 5 per 
cent in U.S. companies by any 
foreign investor who should be 
engaged in the boycott of an 
American firm because of Its 
dealings with an outside country.

Senator William: Roth would 
prohibit any foreign investment i 
“sensitive areas — the defénce 
industries and the media. 
Representative Robert A. Roe 
would set up a National Foreign 
Investment Control Commission, 
to monitor foreign ownership, 
with powers to divest. Represen- 
tative Joseph Graydos would for- 
bid foreigners to buy more than 5 
per cent of voting atock, or 35 per 
cent of non-voting stock. Senator 
Hugh Scott would iike disclosure 
of holdings that exceed $10,000. 
Representative Stephon Solarz 
would prohibit foreign purchase 
into companies important to the 
nation's political or economic 
security. 

Each of these proposals is a bill 
before the American legislature, 
suggesting that the financial im- 
balance created by OPEC is a 
cause of anxiety. The imperialist 
is now the Arab, functioning via 
the money market. His Position Is 
sensitive. If he overdoes things, It 
could be the straw that breaks the 
camel's back, If he not only buys 
out American asseta, but takeg it 
upon himself to dictate in the West 
exactly who folks may or may not 
do business with, he might just 
provoke counter-measures that 
could complicate his own situa- 
tion. The Soctaliat Group In the 
European Parllament believes 
that the Community should act ''a 
eelling for participation by Arab 
investors in undertakings In the 
Community, in order “to prevent 
these undertakings from being in- 
volved in Arab cconumic dis- 
crimination." 


SO FAR, ALL thia political stock- 
taking suggests a mood in Europe 
and North America, and little 
more than that. Governments will 
probably refrain from specifically 
taking action, as long as Arab 
Governments do not thrust this 
boycott business down their 
throats. Therefore, the confronta- 
tion will remain at a homely level 
between the blustering Mr. Mo- 
hamed Mahgoub in Damascus 
(with his various branch offices in 
the different Arab countries) and 
the agitated private businessman. 
Avshalom Kennet, of Israel's 


Foreign Ministry, calls it the 


“billiard-table syndrome."' The 
Arab alms his billiard bell not 
at the billiard ball of the Israeli, 
but at that of the unfortunate 
Western businessman — — which 
{s made to suffer a second colll- 
Sion with the Israeli billiard ball. 

Jos Bloke, in fact, becomes the 
fall-guy. Or he would be if there 
was 8 comeback from the Jewish 
side, That was not necessary 
when the problem was Mahgoub's 
rather hilarlous questionnaires. It 
is different when Joe Bloke, a non- 
Arab, sends Israel to Coventry. 
He does It because there is no 
reason not to, bevause it is the jol- 
ly thing to do nowadays, because 
Capering before the Arab 
.Plutocrata pays off. 

He will desist if he discovers 
that it does not pay off after all, 
Jewish counter-pressure could 
call the Arab bluff. It would turn 
the situation upside down. The in- 
jured party would discover a

Avraham ("Bum") Shavitt, a 


hard-headed Jewish ifdustrialist

the Manufacturers Association) 
is clear on the steps required. 
“The matter concerns us 
businessmen," he growls, Needed 
{s a new, non-Governmental 
organization, headed by one top- 
level businessman in Isract and 
one abroad. It would conduct a 
counter-action to the blackmail. 
Any company yielding to the Arab 
boycott would be subject to the 
Jewish boycott — and the 
response among Jews would not 
be slow in coming. 


THE ORGANIZATION — would 
refrain from penalizing under- 
takings whieh are heavily com- 
mitted to the Arab seetor, Ilke the 
oll companies. It would select for 
its target those firms which have 
no cause to yleld to Arab 
blackmall, other than an 
overweening ambition to make an 
easy buck. Such concerted action, 
conducted by a business com- 
munity which has a sophisticated 
knowledge of the money market, 
could wreak havoe with the Arab 
boycott. 

The Jewlsh financial sector Is a 
sleeping giant, reluctant to wake. 
The Israel Government has been 
more complacent still, Once upon 
a time {1 called off a proposed 
boycott by American customers of 
Toyota Motors, because the 
Japanese company's agent in the 
U.S. turned out to be a major eon- 
tributor to the UJA. Jews are 
queueing with the best of them, to 
serve the Arab market. It ia learnt 
from a reliable source that one 
has been spotted trying to corner 
the sesame soed market, because 
he read in the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica that the Arnbs are con- 
sumers of sesame seed. 

But a well-ordered campaign 
would rally all circles eagerly. 
And there is a new man to lead Et, 
at least on the Isracil side. Laat 
Sunday the Cabinct approved the 
appointment of a very senior civil 
servant, Avraham Agmon 
(formerly the Treasury's 
Director-Gencral), to act as nd- 
viser to lhe Government on 
Matters Concerning Economic 
Warfare.

“Matters Coneerning"). But that 
might have suggested a Govern-

Both sides are directly concerned, 
he says. “What starts as a boycott 
against Israel turns quickly Inio a 
boycott aguinat the Jews. As ever, 
adversity creates an identity of in- 
terests between the two com- 
munities, 

“Democratic governments are 
not enamoured of attempts — 
never mind by whom — to in- 
terfere with the freedom of 
business and the freedom of trade, 
That is another factor to help our 
cause. All these considerations 
together make me confident that I 
ean do something to discharge the 
task laid upon me," Agmon con- 
eludes. 

There are good reasous for tak- 
tng actlon to oppose the Arab cam- 
paign. But what counts Is the ac- - 
“ion taken. The entry into the field 
of Avraham Agmon (the man who 
organized, among other things, 
the -Economic Conference) may 
provide the Opportunity necded to 
Spark a collective reaponse - 
among Jewish communities the 
world over. The time has come to

AS ONE OF the men whose ac- 
tions shaped both World War II 
and the settlement following it, 
Winston Churchill presents a 
series of baffling contradictions. 
A person who held rather roman- 
tle notions about loyalty, he 
nevertheless managed the almost 
unique feat of surviving not one 
but two political party shifts. 
A leader who carried on 
through the war with ruthless 
determination, he yet was a most 
magnanimous opponent in private 
and even politica) life. A warlord 
who was worshipped the world 
over for defeating the Nazis, his 
actual contribution to the war ef- 
fort has been the subject of violent 
debate ever since his chief ad- 
viaer, General Alan Brooke, 
debunked him as “anything but a 
Strategist.'' Thus the question 
arises, who was Winston 
Churehill? 

Born to Lord Randolph 
Churchill, a younger son of the 
Duke of Marlborough, and Jenny 
Jerome, an American 
millionaire's daughter, Winston 
was the neglected child of brilliant 
if erratic parents. Physically he 
was small and weak, with red hair 
and a nose that looked, to use his 
own words, "like a squashed 
potato"; In addition, he was 
regarded as something of a black 
sheep in the family, ‘'not clever 
enough to become a lawyer,"' 
which drove his father to earmark 
him for a military career. He 
spent a few extremely unhappy 
years at Harrow, and several 
more at Sandhurst that were 
slightly less oppreasive; anything 
but a brilliant student, he devoted 
his efforts chiefly to acquiring “a 
reputation for personal courage,"* 
the pursuit of which came close te 
costing him his life on at least one! 
rather silly occasion. 

Having graduated from 
Sandhurst, Churchill started chas- 
Ing wars the world over. He went 
to Cuba to watch the Spaniards 
fight the rebellious natives, then 
joined Sir Bindon Blood on his 
punitive expedition against the 
Pathans on British India’s 
northern frontier, Having had, as 
he wrote his mother, ‘several ex- 
periences, some of which contain 
ihe element of danger,"’ he very 
soon came to think of himself as & 
veteran soldier who could afford 


. to look down on the “young of-

THE WARRIOR AND THE MAN 


The quality of WINSTON CHURCHILL’s leadership — especially his military 
leadership — has been a matter of violent argument for decades. Now may be 
the time for a sober reappraisal: the 100th anniversary of Churchill's birth 
was celebrated last year and the 30th anniversary of the Allied victory in 
World War II last month, MARTIN VAN CREVELD assays the task.

years later. 

Military men often have a long. 
Ing for war, which after all is their 
only opportunity for jJuatitying 
thelr existence; and Winston 
Churchill was no exception. As the 
clouds began to gather in July 
1914, sentences like “the raw com- 
es through" began Lo appear in hig 
correspondence, culminating in 
the following confession to his 
wife: ‘Everything tends towards 
catastrophe and collapse. I am in- 
terested, geared up and happy, Is 
it not horrible to be built Uke that? 
The preparations have a hideous 
fascination for me. I pray to God 
to forgive me for my fearful 
levity." 

It la in these sentences, rather 
than in the supposedly ‘‘rational" 
considerations behind this or that 
strategic decision, that one must 
look for the clue to the mind of the 
man who was to become Britain's 
great warrior. 

Churchill entered the war with 
nothing if not gusto. He had the 
navy mobilized in 24 hours, sent 
units to hunt down German ship- 
ping in the four corners of the 
globe, and in general managed not 
merely his own affairs but also 
thoge of his colleagues. Thus, he 
took the initiative in sending a 
brigade of marines into Antwerp

Africa. Others, however, suffer a 
slight mental imbalance, which is 
what happened to Churchill. He 
was still making a name — and 
plenty of money as well --- us a 
writer, but this could not for lone 
satisfy a man of hig temperament, 
He always was afraid of idleness, 
feared lest his ‘'blnck dog,"' us he 
called his terrible fils of depres- 
sion, might cateh up with him if he 
did nat engage in seme kind of 
frenetic activity; and as ne outlet 
for his energy was found, he 
gradually became assuclated with 
Increasingly outlandish Issues. 

First, he split with the Liberals 
over the question of home rule for 
Indla and went back to his original 
party — an almost unpreeedented 
act that did not win him friends on 
elther side of the floor. Next, he 
defended Edward VIII when the 
latter wanted to marry a twice- 
divorced woman, Wallis Simpson. 
Then, he began to launch dark 
warnings concerning a certain 
Herr Hitler who, according to 
him, was secretly preparing to un- 
leash another world war. Finally, 
he took to painting. 

As the ‘30s drew to a close, 
Churchill was almost totally 
isolated in the House of Commons. 
His views, his speech, his dress 
even, were coming to be regarded 
as outlandish, Indeed as faintly 
crazy; then, in September 1980, 
the world itself went ernzy, and 
Churchill was at home again. 
Recalled to hia old post at the Ad- 
miralty, hechaffed at the game of 
watch-your-enemy, and longed for 
some real, good action. 

Since England's French allica 
refused to budge on Germany's 
western border, he had to con- 
sider ail kinds of substitute action 
on this front; and finally found one 
in the thoroughly !iegal — from 
an Internalional lawyer's point of 
view — mining of Norway's 
territorial waters, through which 
the Germans were shipping their 
imports of Swedish iron ore. The 
operation was scheduled to start 
on April 10; Hitler, however, 
forestalled ft by Just 24 hours. 
British forces were Innded in 
Norway and were quickly thrown 
out again; Churchill was just 
about to take the blame for this 

‘Second Dardanelles expedition," 
when Buiskricg hit France and 
the Low Countries and toppled the 
Chamberlain Government. Thus, 
Saved at the last moment, the man 
who had been Chamberlain's 
main opponent in the House now 
found himself with his hands on 
the helm. 

Tt was, Indeed, a wonderful 
Place to be. As he himself wrote, 
his entire previous life seemed a 
Preparation for this supreme 
task; and now his finest hour had 
finally come. Not only his virtues 
τ Courage, tenacity, leadership, a 

hundred-horsepower brain," as 
former Prime Minister Stantey 
Baldwin had once put it — but 
€ven his very defects now became 
Sasets; his faintly old-fashioned 
pbPearance, complete with

WHILE FEW will diapute 
Churehill’s claim to moral 
leadership of the highest order, 
his strategic gifts and con- 
tributions are open to con- 
sidernhle doubts. He was hardly 
well-equipped to serve ag 
Commander-ln-Chief; havin, 
soen service in the ambiguous 
enpacity of offleer-journalist, he 
required of the strategist “the 
ubility to visualize great 
movements and combinations,” 
which demanded not only 
professional knowledge but 
“eraft, foresight, and deep com- 
prehension of the verities." 


To cut a long story short, Ἱ 


Churchill. was forever spending 
his time dreaming up complex 
combinations that would, If hardly 
end the war, at least deal the other 
side a resounding blow: with 
equal persistence, his ataff spent 
much of their time showing him 
why his schemes were incapable 
of realization. Not only was 
Churchill constantly on the 


lookout for short-cuts that would 
win the war, but he expected to be 
able to do 1 without shedding not 
merely British blood — whieh was 
only natural — but also that of the 
enemy, 

Hence, and probably as a result 


Ε of ihe shame he felt for his own 


delight in war, he exhibited a 
marked tendency to try and win 
the struggle by "manocuvre" in- 
stead of “slaughter: to work out 
complex plans such as the 
seizure of the Island of Pantelleria 
or the blocking of the Straita of 
Malacca, that careful staff work 
would then prove to be imprac- 
tleal; to avold, at almost any coat, 
the enemy's main army, and to 
concentrate on delivering pin- 
pricks in Norway, Africa, Greoce, 
Italy, anywhere except the one 
place where Germany's strongest 
forces could be found and brought 
to battle. 

Whether such means have ever 
served to win" a war ia doubtful; 


such ag Hiticr, whose own mental 
atructure endowed him with a 
marked propensity to answer pin- 
pricks with sledgehammer blows, 
the result might well be disastrous 
— 85. was indeed the ease In 
Norway, Greece, and other places 
where the British landed, only lo 
be quickly evicled again. 

Thus, for Churchill, the war 
proved something of 4 disappaint- 
ment. He lived to sec it won by the 
crushing numerical superiority of 
his allies, but after the thrilling 
days of 1940 and 1941 his heart was 
net really in the business. His life 
following the war was strictly 
anti-climactic; he seems to have 
realized thia, and to have sought 
to avoid it by finding death in bat- 
le during the final campalgn in 
Germany. Denied this, he resign- 
ed himaelf to becoming an old em- 
bittered man; not even the 
triumphs that still lay ahead could 
prevent the “black dog" from 
catching up with him, so that his 


told his doctor In 1847: "It feels s0 
lonely without a war golng on." 
What lessons, If any, are to be 
learnt from this story? Perhaps 
that so-called ‘logical thought, 
whether or not assisted by 
theorles, computers, and what- 
have-you, Is not the only, or even 
the most important, besls on 
which decisions are made. While 
Churchill's conduct in both world 
wars can be explained with 
reference fo strategic can- 
siderations, the real motive power 
behind his strategy was his own 
individual mental makeup. As 
with Churchill, so with all men; 
their actions cannot be predicted 
solely on the basis of supposedly 
“rational considerations, much 
less on that of some kind of 
“national mentality." Since it is 
on this correct understanding of 
the other side’a mental processes 
that the very existence of Jarael 
depends, this is a crucial point for 
our policy-makers to keep In

HOSPITAL STORY 


Netanel Lorch 


I HAVE BEEN fortunate enough 
not to have spent too much of my 
life in hospitals, hut my ex- 
perience covers quite a variety of 
them, in different continents. [ 
therefore consider myself an ex- 
pert on the subject. After all, what 
do doctors und nurses know about 
hospitals? They merely work 
there; the patients, who lve in 
them, are the ones who really 
know what ls going on. 

The first time I was hospitallz- 
ed was in Great Britain, some 
months after the end of World War 
II. His Majesty's Government, In 
its wisdom, had decided that the 
best time for an Oriental Ilke 


myself to undergo advanced In-- 


fantry training was the bitter cold 
winter of 1946-46. However, the 
combination of snow below, rain 
above, with me in the middle 
practising different styles of 
trawling was too much even for 
my robust constitution, I 
developed bronchitis and was sent 
to a military hospital. 

There were about 20 of us in the 
room, with various ailments, real, 
imaginary or pretended. Every 
morning we had to straighten our 
beds and then lfe at attention on 
tap of the blanket for morning in- 
apection by the head nurse, a 
woman (she must have been, for 
she wore a skirt) who rightly had 


the rank of sergeant-major. 
Before that, the fellow with the 
lowest temperature in the ward 
had to sweep the floor. For 
several days ἴ found myself doing 
the job — even though my 
temperature was well over 39 
degrees (or, rather, Its equivalent 
{n Fahrenheit) and I was aching 
all over. Then the veteran in the 
next bed took pity on me and put 
me wise to the trick. This was to 
adjust the thermometer upwards, 
which can be done casily enough 
by rubbing it briskly against a 
rough blanket while the nurse's 
back is turned. From then 
onwards I managed to enaure that 
my temperature was sufficiently 
high to exclude me from the 
sweeping chore until one day, 
almost miraculously, it returned 
to normal, and I was released. 
The physician In charge of the 
hospital was an clderly, limping 
gentleman who, judging by the 
campaign ribbons he: sported on 
his white tunic must have par- 
tlelpated in every tmperial war, 
from the Boer War onwards. Each 
morning he made the rounds of 
the wards followed by the 
aforementioned head nurse. 
“Good morming, my boy,'’ he 
said mechanically, ‘‘how are you, 
my boy?'' But, Uke Pontius 
Pilatus, he never stayed for an 
anawer, ‘‘Same treatment, 


Altogether, it was the most dis- 
elplined hospital T have known, 
and therefore one of the most ef- 
ficient: few patients were inclined 
to stay in the place longer than 
was absolutely necessary. 


ONE OF MY memorable en- 
counters with hospital hospitality 
waa in Colombo, Ceylon — now Sri 
Lanka. Diagnosis: acute appen- 
dicitis. Although by training and 
inclination I am ἃ sworn anti- 
colonialist, anti-imperialilst — 
when it came to the choice of a 
hospital, 1 preferred that of the 
British planters, which had an en- 
viable reputation for sterilization 
and cleanliness. The operation, 
performed by an excellent 
Ceylonese surgeon, went off 
without complications, and I was 
recuperating in the magnificently 
quict and peaceful surroundings 
of which the hospital was rightly 
proud, 

One day, an Australian rabbi, 
returning from Israc], stopped off 
at Colombo; not finding me at the 
Legation, he came to see me at the 
hospital and we had a long and 
friendly chat. Soon after his 
departure, I found that the at- 
titude of the hospital staff towards 
me changed. Passing my room, 
they walked on tiptoe; entering it, 
they wore solemn experessions on 
their faces; talking in my 
presence, they spoke in whispers. 

I could not for the life of me un- 
derstand the change — until a 
night orderly, with whom I had 
become friendly, solved the 
mystery: the staff were convinced 
that the rabbi had been sum-

sian, If such effort and cxpense 
were justified, they reasoned, my 
condition must be critical and my 
earthly demise at hand. I was glad 
to disappoint them — whereupon 
the smillng faces natural to most 
Ceylonese returned. 


THE NEXT SCENE takes pluce in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. I had 
fallen off a horse, or rather had Iet 
myself drop before the beast had a 
chance to kill me, which it was 
determined to do. 

Following a lenglhy trip by 
private plane and taxi, a pre- 
acheduled speech which I 
delivered sitting down, in torn 
elothes and aching all over — I 
waa in the country on a lecture 
tour — I ended up, well after mid- 
night, in the Jew!sh Hospital of the 
Argentinian eapital. 

Now, this was not the most 
modern hospital — the bullding 
was old, the green paint pecling 
off the walls — but it was by far 
the most cosy and friendly I have 
ever been in. 1 was put in a cast, 
and every evening two orderiies 
carried me bodily to a‘taxi, which 
delivered me to the venue of that 
night's specch; the rest of the 
time I spent in bed and received 
visitors from neighbouring rooms. 

My most cherished daily visit 
was from the chief cook — he had 
come from Hungary, wore a huge 
white chef's cap, was a master of 
his art. We had detailed dis- 
cussions concorning the day’s 
menu, welghing the relative ad- 
vantages of Hungarian goulash 
and wicnerschnitzel, of - créme 
Bavarin and chocolate mousse. 
The results of these conversations 
were evident in the gourmet's 


(ood I was served — unequalled in 
Any restaurant even in Buenos 
Aires, a city renowned for its 
restaurants. 


EVENTUALLY, after 40 years In 
this country, I, came to know the 
Inside of an Israeli hospital, To 
{ell the truth, it was not Precisely 
the quietest und most restful [ 
have known, but undoubtedly κα 
was the most stimulating intellec. 
tually. Where else ean a patient 
suffering from insomnia find a 
group of orderlies, nurses 
patients and retatives to discuss 
inflation al 10 p.m., the Israel 
Arab problem at 2 a.m., the Book 
of Job at $6 a.m.? Polities was the 
favourite subject — with religion 
a clase second. 

The religious altitudes of the 
patients, differing widely, 
somchow scemed lo merge In that 
particular environment. The un- 
believers were ready, even eager, 
to discuss Divine Will, while the 
believers had some difficulty in 
swallowing the apparent gap 
between it and their own wishes. 

A most popular entertainment 
in the hospital in question was the 
pyjama game — the daily attempt 
to find a jackct and trousers which 
would fit the patient and, If poset 
ble, hear some relationship to 
each other. 1 must admit that I in- 
yarinbly lost the game — the 
trousers were cither too short or 
ton wide, the jacket of different 
esloured stripes and too narrow.

Call me Columbo 


I HAVE BEEN DOING some 
detective work lately, following 
up tips on new business ventures. 
There is nothing dangerous or 
daring about my tasks. In the 
fashion of Columbo, I simply wear 
down my subjects with endlesa 
questions until they desire only to 
see me go away and write 
whatever I wish. 

My first lead took me to a firm 
called ‘‘Shilev’’ which bonsts 
“direct marketing to mother's 
house." It is a new approach to 
one-stop shopping for mathers-to- 
be. True, most shops for babics' 
and children's furniture will be 
glad to make up a list of plannad 
purchases bofore the baby is born. 
But few of these shops can boast 
“everything for the newborn!’ — 
down to the creams for his little 
bottom and other accessories 
usually found in pharmactes. 

“Shilev" (Hebrew for ‘join 
together"' or ‘‘combine'') [8 ἰο- 
cated In an upstairs apartment at 
3 Rehov Hovevei Zion, Tel Aviv, 
Not far from Mugrabi Circle. It 18 
managed by Shoshana Oren, a 
young mother of two, who clearly 
Temembers what it was Ilke to be 
@ brand-new mother. This 8 
already a difference from the 
situation in most baby-furniture 
shops, which are generally 
managed by men. 

It is a wise, old Jewlsh custom 
not to bring equipment for a first 


_ baby into the home unti? the child 


has been born safe and sound, On 
the other hand, parents-to-be have 
to make some preparations., 

The proposal of Shilevy (and of 
most: other baby-equipment

pensive baby crib, a simple pine- 
wood locally produced model, 
costs 11.440. (An Itallan bed with 
carved wood costs 11,880.) Shilev's 
showroom has a goodly selection 
of local (about 60 per cent) and 
imported baby equipment. In 
baby carriages, the combination 
pram-and-stroller is most popular 
these days, Mrs. Oren says, and 
she points out that the local Mera 
carriage won two quality prizos 
this year, for destgn and for ser- 
vice, Mora's dual-purpose pram 
costs IL470 at Shilov. The fabric 
most In vogue with blue-jeanod 
young mothers is a plastic ina 
blue denim cojour. 


SHILEV HNCOURAGES 
customers to shop around and 
compare prices. Since walking is 
good for pregnant women, I would 
advise them to do a lot of shopping 
around before deciding what to 
buy where. For instance, in Tel 
Aviv, you can usually find baby 
carriages and other equipment at 
discount prices at the factories or 
importers themselves. But it ts 
sometimes worth paying alightly 
more to get everything at one 
shop, and to have an "address" 
later if you need repairs or spare 
parts. 

About the time I visited Shilev, 
I received a letter from a mother- 
to-be in Jerusalem asking “ΠΟΥ to 
beat the high cost of having a first 
baby” in terms of equipment. One 
way, of course, is to buy things 
second-hand or borrow them from 
friends whose babies have grown. 
On the other hand, If you are plan- 
ning a family of several children, 
the initial purchase of good new 
equipment for the flrat chilaé may 
pay off in the long run. Keep in 
mind that grandparents and other 
relatives: and friends are often 
only too nappy ie give generous 
gifts to a first -born in the famlly. I 
wish more people would be willing 
to give practical gifts for new 
babies — towels, blankets, crib 


sheets, even packages of diapers 


and. seta of underahirts, rather 
than fancy clothes in tiny sizes. 


‘Most advisers, including Shilev 
and myself, gay you should have a 


stock of #4 diapers.on band. 


A final touch of service at 
Shilev: For mothers-in-walting 
who cannot get to the shop, there 
are sales representatives who can 
pay home visits and take orders 
there. Prams, for instance, can be 
chosen from colour photographs. I 
would not generally suggest 
ordering equipment without see- 
ing it in person, except in rare cir- 
cumstances when the prospective 
mother cannot get out to shop. In 
such ἃ case, there should be an un- 
derstanding that goods are retur- 
nable {f unsatisfactory for some 
reason.

MY NEXT DETECTIVE assign- 
ment was to look into a proposed 
shopping scheme for tourists, call- 
ed “Cashop" — short for ‘‘cash 
shop." It is being presented to 
Israeli business firms, with the 
suggestion that they joln up for a 
TL280 fee and get thelr names and 
addresses in a shopping booklet 
for visitors. 

The plan is to work {πὸ this: 
The tourist will receive a 
membership card in his name, for 
which he — or his travel agent — 
will pay $2. This will entitle him to 
discounts of 10 per cent or more, 
as Hated in the booklet, at the par- 
ticipating shops, restaurants and 
places of ‘entertainment. There 
will also be “bonus vouchers"' for 
special gifts, such as a free 
museum ticket or ‘‘a free leather 
hat with purchase of a coat’ and 
so forth. 

The business firms, for their 
part, are supposed to benefit from 
increased trade by tourists. (At 
present, tourist shops are often 
dependent on tour guides to bring 


them customers, and the guides ! 


usually expect a commission.) 
The shops joining '‘Cashop"' will 
got cash-paying customers. 
Travellers’ cheques will be 
accepted as cash, but it is still be- 
ing debated whether overseas 
credit cards will be acceptable. 
For thoir part, the shops must un- 
dertake In writing to Cashop" to 
abide by their discount offers, and 
to onsure that these are “real” 
rathor than 'flotitious'’ radua- 
tions in price. 

The "'Cashop" directory ia ex- 
pected to be ready by late July, 
and the discount offers must stay 
in effect untll October 1, 1076. 

In Israel, the tourist shopping 
plan is being organized by Stier 
Publications '76 Ltd., 4 sister firm 
of D,J. Stier Advertising Ltd., 
which does the publicity for 
Koppel Tours. The Stier enter- 
prises are currently located at 29 
Ben Zion Blvd., Tel Aviv, but the 
offices are moving next month to 
10 Lipsky St., also in Tel Aviv. It is 
only a four-year-old firm, but is a 
member in good standing of the 
Better Business Bureau, Ita 
owner-manager is a young man,

Cool cucumber 


If VEGETABLES had their own 
psychiatrists, and the day is aure- 
ly not far off when the better class 
of gardener must realize that 
plants need more than phyatcal 
attention, one of the first 
problems of the new science 
might be whether it is worse for a 
plant to be maligned or neglected. 

Spinach has Its many detrac- 
tors, but this at least rates it ἃ cer- 
tain amount of attention and 
assures it a virtual army of 
defenders. The poor cucumber, on 
the other hand, has neither 
detractors nor defenders. It only 
arouses a modicum of passion 
when some mid-European cook 
puts a little too much sugar Into 
the limp wet mixture that goea un- 
der the name of cucumber salad, 

We tend too often to neglect this 
cool, crisp delicacy, superbly 
suited to the summer months. In 
other Mediterranean countries it 
ig no more unusual to see 
pedestrians eating freshly peeled 
cucumbers than it [5 to see people 
eating ice cream in Israel. 

In recent years, a certain 
amount of seasonal confusion haa 
resulted tn the appearance, in the 
winter, of the long ‘‘Dutch"’ 
cucumbers. These are so named 
not because they are imported 
from that friendly country, but 
because they compete with 
Holland's hothouse product for the 
British market, 

However, summer or winter, 


the Isracli cucumber is an es- 
pecially fine, aveet specimen, It is 
hardly ever necessary to throw 
avay the seeds, as others are forc- 
ed to do. Nor are Israeli 
cucumbers coated with a nasty 
layer of wax to keep them in a 
state of tasteless crispness for an 
indefinite period. 

The cucumber, aside from its 
function as a beauty ald and as a 
particlpant in mixed salad, fs an 
excellent addition to vegetable 
soup. Grated, it need only be 
drained, seasoned with an onion, 
salt and pepper, and mixed with 
white cheese, to form a most 
delicate spread. 

But one of the nicest dishes is 
cooked cucumber. To prepare one 
version of this dish, peel about a 
dozen fresh little cucumbers and 
slice them in half. Drop into boil- 
ing salted water and cook for 
about five minutes (larger 
cucumbers may take a few 
minutes longer). Drain the 
vegetables and pack them face 
down in a buttered baking pan. 
Sprinkle with butter, grated 
cheese and breadcrumbs and put 
under the broiler just long enough 
for the topping to brown. The dish 
may be served in any state, from 
hot to lukewarm. 

The cheese mixture may be 
replaced by cither a tomato or a 
white sauce, but both of these, to 
my mind, tend to smother the 
delicate flavour of the cucumbers.

already started intense study of 
the subject, guided by Eli Strauss, 
a prominent local lawyer, who 
was also widely learned in Jewish 
and Oriental history. Strauss gave 
Mann much help in introducing 
him to the sources of Jewish 
philosophy and rellgion. Katia 
‘Mann writes in her recently 
published memoirs that her hus- 
band ‘'was very occupied with his 
Orlental studies and took them 
moat seriously and the work on 
Joseph is permeated with the 
results." Many of the books he 
used in writing this novel arc now 
preserved in the Thomas Mann 
Archives in Zurich. 

Katia Mann also tells how the 
book, originally conceived as a 
short story, grew and grew over 
the years. Thomas finally 
accepted her advice to have each 
volume published separately, as 
soon as the manuscript was 
ready. Thus, '‘The Tales of 
Jacob” appeared in the German 
original tn 1988, ‘The Young 
Joseph" in 1084, "Joseph in 
Egypt" In 1936 and ‘Joseph the 
Provider"'-in 1948. More than once 
Katia sighed while the work was 
in progress: "I know, I'll never 
see the end..."", 

But finally she did. And when 
the tetralogy was completed 
towarda the end of World War I, 
while Mann was living at his 
American place of exile on the 
shores of the Pacific, he regarded 
it, according to Katia, ‘as his 
moat cherished, hia best, his most 
essential and his most important 
work."

Next, ac- 
companied by Leo Hermann, the 
Secretary-General of the Keren 
Hayeasod, he set out on a two-day 
trip up North — seeing much of 
Samaria, including Jacob's Well, 
near ancient Nablus, the Valley of 
Jezreel, Lower and Upper Galiiee, 
including Nazareth, and Tiberias, 
and several kibbutzim. He learn- 
ed a lot from Leo Hermann about 
the theory and practice of 
Zloniam, but he did not becume u 
Zionist. Aa a humanist and a 
citizen of the world he suught a 
non-national solution for the 
Jewish problem. The author 
Manfred Sturmann, who met

ASECOND visit to Vladimir Bonacic's 
show of Dynamle Computer Objecta 
now at the Israc] Museum — this time 
in broad daylight with only ome units 
operational and others working at a 
sluwer pace — enabled me to take a 
longer and better look at the physical 
makcup of the constructions, on which 
T touched brlofly last week, im the con- 
text of my general remarks on the 
yvarlaus rolea a caniputer can play.

sumething of Bonacic's intentions. 
Bonaclic, it appeara, 1s, In hia pre- 
sent work, less Interested in com- 
posing with the computer, or using it 
48 a calculator, than In roscarching 
what he calla "hidden data," the 
material that can be obtained from 
“tnaide"” the computer once ft has 
been set on a certain course, here, for 
instance, manufacturing patterns (on 
ἃ square grid) that are each of maxi- 
mum difference from all of the preced- 
ing patterns obtalned — and immediate 
ly memorized — by the computer. A 
binary compound cemputation of a 
grid of $2 squaros can multiply itself 
almost instantly into billions of grid 
patterns, each as different as posalble 
from cach other, a mind-boggiing 
number, each of a nature that no 
human can visualize in advance. This 
primary ‘'act of creation," get off by 
man and generated as a whole fleld by 
the computer, can then ba aummoned 
up out of the computer's memory one 
pattern at a time, at any speed the 
operator νά desires. On tho largest 
Bonacio's screena of light tubes, the 
patterns can be recalled one a second 
for some 200 years, an instantly- 
created, incxhaustible supply for tha 
artist-selector! Little wonder Bonaci¢c 
sces the computer ag ἃ “partner.” 
The same screen also produces a 
succegsion of musical Conca that have 
a direct correlation with the visual 
patiorns. Tho nitimate creative atep of 
selecting and combining the patterns 
or tones still remaing with the 
reaearcher-artist. (UnforLunatcly, the 
bugs were not all Ironed out of the 
musle tones at our last vialt and ona 
was unable to form an assesament of 
their quality. Somewhat saturated 
with the thousands of patterns I ab- 
sorbed last week in the matter of a few 
minutes, I was also quite !n error in 
‘assuming that the oolours tn the Nght 
patterns were formed out of one's 
after-Images retained ‘of the three 
basic colours. Looking at the alqwed- 
down grid from close up this week, I 
could sce that there are actually 18 
different types of coloured glass in- 
serted Inlo the ends of the modular 
groupings of tubes. It will be a long 
time, evidently, before colour can be 
generated direclly and Its quality Im-

THE contemporary urt muiti- 
ple (like ita ancestor the Hmited 
edition lithograph, etching or 
siiksereen), is an artistic state- 
ment (painting, seulpture or ob- 
ject) reproduced with no varia- 
{ion, in Iarge quantities, larger 
than under traditional conditions, 
i.e., the customary six to eight 
sculptural castings or the single 
unit painting. It affords the onc 
an opportunity to purchase 
original, signed works of art at 
more "accessible" prices. 
Currently on view at the Italian 
Cultural Institute is a rather 
engaging show of 40 sculptures by 
22 artists, each one of a multiple 
edition produced and markcted by 
Venturl Arte of Bologna. Paolo 
Venturi, the 34-year-old manager 
of Venturi Arte, established his 
multiscuipturo enterprise in 1909; 
already involved in an established 
family foundry, he crented a 
specialized foundry for creating 
multiple editions utillzing modern 
industrial techniques and 
materials. Presently, with rare 
exception, a sculptor working 
with Venturl Arte can expect a 
finished cast in one day, instead of 
the arduous work of several! days 
— and oven weeks — using the 
traditional methods of the Middle 


Discounting one or two small 
concerns in the United States, 
Venturi Arte claims to be the only 
serlous foundry manufacturing 
signed and numbered sculptural 
editions. That usual edition ts 65 
and cach unlit Is inspected by the 
artist before he signs il. 

‘The aculptures brought to Tel Aviv 
offer the spectator only a limited 
yange of contemporary siaiements. 
Although the workmanship and 
presontation are first rate, the 
prevalent artiatic styles (and Media) 
are uncompromisingly conservative, 
mostly a figurative-aymbollam which 
in many cases bordors on a reatated 
surrealism.

Funny and cruel 


A BUNKER on the Golan Heights 
in the final days of the Yom Kip- 
pur War ls manned by a motley 
erew of five men rather old for 
soldiering, each a veteran of one 
or more campalgns. The lieute- 
nant had to go away, and left 
Sergeant Resnick In charge. 
Resnick is Mr. Average, an office 
clerk in civilian life, who hates 
soldiering and hates even more 
being in a position of command. 
He is constantly needied by 
Almog, 2n intellectual with a 
Ph.D. in mathematics, a sharp 
tongue and a cynical manner. At 
the opposite end of the social scale 
is Kodesh, a hot-blooded Moroc- 
can with a chip on his shoulder, a 
labourer in civilian life, Hving 
with his wife and three children in 
one room, Another proletarian In 
the group is Fedida, a gravestone 
cutter of Tunisian origin (as a 
young man he had to part with the 
girl he laved because her Moroc- 
ean mother wouldn't let the girl 
marry a fellow from Tunisian), a 
lively and clever though un- 
lettered man. The oldest of the 
crew is Stern, 2 pious resident of 
Bnei Brak, who spends much time 
keeping his bunk neat and dis- 
appears every few minutes carry- 
Ing a roll of toilet paper. 

The prevailing mood in the 
bunker is of boredom, which the 
men try to dissipate by teasing 
each other, using « great deal of 
obscenity in daing sa, by drinking 
and smoking hashish. Resnick is 
{he unhappiest of them all, the 
role of commander fitling him as 
Poorly as his uniform. His im. 
mediate task is to assign soldiers 
lo one unpleasant task. - cleaning 
up a clogged Loilet, and a 
dangeraus ane - - a bit of demall- 
ton worl: in Dikla, up front. 


AS FOR THE latter, the avlution 
arrives In the person of Eyal, a 
youngstor of 22, handsume, 


athletic, well heeled. No sooner 
docs he burst Into the bunker than 
he starts to regale hia now 
comrades-In-arms with tales of 
the high life he leada in Tel Aviv, 
the nights in discotheques, the 
women who throw themselves at 
him. He tries to impress the men 
in the bunker with nude 
photographs of his girlfriends, 
with hid flashy underwear, hia ex- 
pensive toiletries. 

Eyal [5 {n high apirits, enjoying 
the adventure of soldiering, eager 
for some real action. The older 
men take both his bragging and 
his enthusiasm for fighting with 
the indulgence due to his youth — 
and to his fate. For they have 
already decided. without uttering 
ἃ word to one another, that it is he 
who will be sent to Dikla, and 
given his Inexperience, there can 
be no daubl aa to the outcome of 
the mission. There follows a scene 
filled with false, self-conscious 
camaraderie, in which they dress 
and equip him for the mission. 
The scene assumes a ritualistic 
character: # sacrificial lamb is 
being prepared for slaughter. 

Eyal takes {t at first wlth 
enthusiasm, but once he learns 
the Lrue nature of his assignment 
he becomes apprehensive, then 
frightencd; he claims that he has 
had no training in demolitton, he 
wants to telephone home but the 
telephone has been out of order for 
weeks, he wants to write home 
and someone hands him a poat- 
enrd. Resnick takes him out to 
show the way; the remaining men 
fall silent, guilt hanging like a 
heavy pall in the bunker. Curtain. 


T'HE PLAY by Yehoshua Sobol — 
anthor of last year's very 
successful “Sylvester '72" — and 
Nola Chillon's direction create an 
atmosphere of authenticity which 
removes the barrier between 
Binge and audience; the

appearance of the characters, the 
language they use, their 
manner are raw life transferred 
ἴα the stage and transmuted into 
first-rate theatre. The cruelty of 
the story ls made even more 
salient by ‘The Joker" being a 
very funny play, especially in the 
firat act, which is practically all 
dialogue. 

The incisive characterization of 
seach αὐ the men established within 
minutes after the opening; the 
sharp, clever lines; the perfect 
tlming with whlch they are 
delivered by actora who naturally 
fit Into their parts — all make for 
superb and superbly presented 
comedy. The audience howls as at 
a play by Neil Simon, except that 
at tho bottom of all that merri- 
ment is the painful reality of men 
who had to spend their youth, 
and are now sponding their mid- 
de age, fighting interminable 


wars, and are tried unto death of 
doing so. 

The play also offers glimpses 
into the lives led by the five dis- 
parate characters. Sergeant 
Resnick's description of his hap- 
py, perfectly stupid life as a faml- 
ly man and office clerk 15 a gem of 
authenticity, while Fedida's story 
of his star-crossed love is full of 
poignancy. 

One of the moat engaging 
aspects of the play is the author's 
treatment of his characters; 
whatever thelr shortcomings and 
foibles, he addresses himself to 
them with love and underatan- 
ding, so that In the’ end they all 
claim our sympathy. 

The Haifa Municipal Theatre 
actors — Alex Munte as Stern, 
Gedalfa Besser as Resnick, Nan 
Toren as Almog, Makram Khoury 
as KXodesh, Yosef Bashi as Fedida 
— could not he hatter. Ami 


Traub would do welt to curb hia 
youthful exuberance when he first 
appears, but he delivera an im- 
pressive, restrained performance 
later, when it dawns on Eyal that 
he may be facing death. My sole 
criticiam of Nola  Chillton’s 
otherwise exccilent direction 5 
what struck me as a flat ending, 
The scene in which the boy, ac- 
companied by Resnick, leaves the 
hunker for what we asaume to be a 
vertain death, needs an accent 
which would underscore his awful 
fate.

The road back 


EVERY NOW AND THEN Israel 
Television provides ua with a 
television drama that revives our 
sagging hopes that the medium 
can make a major contribution to 
the country's creative arta, quite 
apart from the impressive 
achievements in newscasting, 
documentaries and satirical 
products. Such a show was 
Yehoshua Sobol's 'Hafif,"" on 
Monday night. 

The picture certainly had its 
weaknessos, the main one being 
the usual Israel! love of 
stereotypes on film. It 15 all too 
easy to take out of the drawer the 
uaual arrogant boss, the Isracli 
tabourer, the barmaid with the 
heart of gold, the keyman cad run- 
hing the Workers’ Comnilttee, the 
prejudiced newspaperman, and 
this picture erred In having all of 
these. The story too was a thread- 
bare one — the worker who comes 
home from a long period of 
reserve duty, to find his jab on the 
crane given to another, and his 
wife unfaithful with the cad. What 


was new was that she and that- 


scoundrel hnd also smashed up 
poor Rafi's car, reminding me of 
the heartless girl of the old song 
who stole my Ford car to run 
away with my best friend, 


THE SITUATION, I suspect, was' 


borrowed from overseas themes 
of the two wor!d wars, where men 
were away for years, and wives 
elther enlisted or went to work, 
finding service to their country 
and solace for their loneliness in 
hew environments, and 
sometimes in other men's arma. 
By and large, I think, most’ 
marriages can stand separations 
of 200 days (with some leave in- 
serted), and Israeli sotdiers with 
permanent jobs are in theory fully 


protected; if was the small In- 
dependent artisans and 
shopkeepers who were hard hit, 
Thus it was sometimes hard to 
suspend disbelief in the theme. 

Despite those reservations, the 
film was excellent: some of the 
actors, particularly Zeev Revah 
as Rafi and Jackie Cohen as his 
friend, transeended the 
typecasting, fleshed out the 
characters, had hot blood running 
in their veilng. The background of 
the port was used with an effect of 
complete authentlelty;: our sym- 
pathies were entirely engaged by 
the stevedores, no easy feat in a 
society which has been trained to 
look upon them as the villains in 
the sketch. The twists of the plot 
were absorbing; we wondered ai! 
the time how poor Raf! would 
Qventually surmount his ap- 
parently insurmountable 
problems, and I for one was 
rather indignant when the film 
ended abruptly, leaving us to 
speculate about what would 
happen afterwards. 

A most commendable effort, 
and I hope we will get more of the 
same. No doubt some stuffed shirt 
will object that the film showed 
unfaithful wives, callous 
employers, arrogant shop 
stewards, smuggling stevedores, 
ete, etc., and so was calculated to 
lower morale. I note, for example, 
that the Minister of Education 
Aharon Yadin, objects to TV 
showing the seamy side of Israeli 
life. TV can only hold a mirror up 
to nature: 17 Yadlin doesn't Ike 
what he sees on his TV screen, he 
muat change the country's habits,

A READER'S SUGGESTION for 
Increasing road safety, which we 
published in December 1972, 
bears repeating — it's so simple. 
Benjamin Gutman of Jerusalem 
wrote that if you can't educate, 
cajole or force drivers into obser- 
ving the rules, try paying them. 

According to Mr, Gutman, each 
violation-free year of driving 
should earn the driver a rebate on 
his annual licence fee. At the time 
he suggested between IL25 and 
IL50, but he might want to up 
these figures now. The rebates 
were to be cumulative from year 
to year. 

Mr. Gutman also envisaged 
windshield stickers Indicating the 
humber of years a driver had 
earned hig rebates. When he 
suggested, however, that in addi- 
ton to their cash value these 
stickers might also become 
“coveted badges of honour," his 


earlier realism ($$$) was perhaps
